MRS, 
MOIiliOY's STATEMENT. 


SPBINGFIELD,

11.—^MRS. 
Emma Molloy has for some time been 
engaged in collecting 
and preparing 
proofs refuting the statements made by 
George E. Graham, who was recently 
lynched at this place. 
The work was 
completed to-day, and is now given to 
the press. 
The statement is as follows: 
To the Public : 


For several weeks my friends all over 
the United States have been imploring 
me for the refutation of the slanderous 
charges made by George E. Graham in 
his "statement" which wajs launched 
upon the world while we were in the 
midst of a preliminary 
examination 
under charge of a crime which was com- 
mitted when I was three hundred miles 
away, and of which I had not the slight- 
^ t knowledge until I read it in the news- 
papers. 
Did I believe that Cora Lee 
Graham was capable of participation in 
so horrible an affair, or that she could 
ever have connived at, or consented to, 
or ever known of, and concealed so un- 
natural a crime, I should never set pen 
to paper in her defense in any way; but 
I do believe in her innocence, not only 
of the crime charged by the courts, but 
the knowledge that she was an unlawful 
wife, of the slanderous assertions of Gra- 
ham, who in one breath declares her to 
be the one woman of all the world to 
him, and in the next charges her with 
criminality such as could only be prac- 
ticed by the vilest woman. 


I have always believed and still be- 
lieve her to be one of the most conscien- 
tious of women, and had she been as his 
statement represents—so loose in all her 
ideas of morality and virtue -there had 
been no need for George Graham to have 
risked imprisonment to make her his 
wife. 
I am aware that it m impossible 
in a brief newspaper article to present 
anything like a lucid history of the con- 
nection of Graham with my family. This 
would require the relation of details and 
the publishing of correspondence that 
would fill a volume. I expect, if spared, 
soon to issue a history of my prison and 
reform work, which will read like a ro- 
mance, and will present quite another 
side of the case than has been given to 
the public. 
The world may then, per- 
haps, not wonder so much that we were 
deceived, for the public has been made 
aware that this man had no ordinary 
brain. 


Then Mrs. Molloy goes into an item- 
ized contradiction of all the charges and 
accusations made by George Graham, 
backing her assertions by letters and affi- 
davits and tracing her movements in the 
west. 
With tJiiB she closes her three 
column defense as follows: 


So it will be seen how very readily 
these charges are disproved. 
Yet I do 
not write this with the expectation of to- 
tal recovery from this murderous assault. 
Any woman may be slandered in this 
country in the same way. 
Character, 
like life, seems in these days to have no 
value, if a few dollars are to be made by 
its destruction. 
When a woman's repu- 
tation is thrust under the Juggernaut of 
the American press by so vile a pen as 
was wielded in this case, it is impostfible 
to wholly undo its work. Over the elec- 
tric wires it has crept into homes where 
I was beloved as a sister, from the At- 
lantic 
to 
the Pacific. I received a 
letter to-day from Halifax, Novia Scotia, 
saying, 
"I 
have 
loved 
and 
es- 
teemed you for your great work's sake, 
and though I know nothing of the cir- 
cumstances, and am 2,500 miles distant, 
I feel sure the charges are untrae, and 
you will come out of the fire all right." 
Yet there are thousands who have read 
the charges, who will never read the ref- 
utation. 
My case has been prejudiced 
before a witness on my side has been 
heard, or a shred of rebutting evidence 
given. 
I can only hope this statement 
may reassure my foends who have stood 
by me in the storm, and make the world 
a little more tender to the orphan chil- 
dren whose prospects have been so 
clouded in this ^eat calamity. 
The 
thoughtless men who have hurled to the 
world this vile calumny owe it to these 
children, as well as to myself, that they 
give this refutation as wide publicity as 
they have the slander. 
Ab I think of 


their blasted lives, and look into their 
sorrowful faces, and into the grave of my 
usefulness, and witness the humiliation 
of my parents, and brothers and sisters 
whose pride has been the unspottec 
record of our family, I can but ask what 
has been gained by the publication of 
this filth to the world? It has been like 
opening a charnel house whose very 
breath has carried moral disease and 
death into thousands of homes. 


DeQuincy, in one of his essays, treats 
of "murder as a fine art." Has it not 
become so in America, when the press 
lends its aid to a criminal guilty of the 
blackest crimes to continue his murder- 
ous work and destroy the woman whose 
crime was her credulity in believing that 
"salvation could reach the uttermost?" 
George Graham gave his wife the bless 
ed luxury of an immediate death. 
To 
the victims of his treachery and deceit 
he has awarded a torture as exquisite 
in its anguish as it is slow in its con- 
summation. 
The memory of that horri- 
ble murder will forever be a canker 
blighting all joy; and his name, so un- 
justly linked with mine in that a\^ul 
crime, it seems to me was enough, with- 
out this added slander. 
It has been my 
earnest desire ever since I can remember 
to do good in this world, and to live so 
that those who came in contact with me 
should be haj pier and better for that 
contact. 
Only God can know the soul 
agony I have endured as I have reacl 
daily the false caricatwes of that life 
caricatures that contained not a shadow 
of truth—and I think of the little child 
ren whom I have loved, all over this 
land, who have thus been made to re 
gard me as a monstrosity of vice and 
crime, of the thousands of friends who 
have been made cold and distrustful, 
and 


"Bi'okon hfarted,! stand'tnid the conquered 


Who fell in the battle of life. 
Among the ^s•ounded and beaten. 


Who died ovei-whelmed in the strife. 
While the voice of the world shouts its 
chorus- 
Its pean for those who have won. 
While the trumpet Is sounding triumphant, 


And hig-h to the breeze and the sun 
Glad baanerfi are waving. 


Hands clapping and hurrying feet 
Thronging after the laurel-crowned 
victim, 


I stand on the field of defeat. 
With the wreck of my life all around me, 


Unpitied, unheeded, alone; 
With death swooping down o'er my failure. 
And all but my faith overthrown." 
Even my last cry will be sneered at, I 
am aware, but this is not written for 
those who have gloried in my calamity 
or wished my destruction; it is for my 
friends all over this land who have be- 
lieved in my honesty of purpose. 
To 
them I wish to say, though I have made 
grievous mistakes, I have had most hon- 
est intentions, and surely no one has 
suffered more in this cyclone than

Impor- 
tant To-day. 


WASHINGTON, May 11.—The senate 
committee on pensions to-day adopted a 
resolution calling on the commissioner of 
pensions for an estimate of the outlay 
required under the Ingalls bill for the 
removal of the limitation to the arrears 
of pension act. 


The senate committee on military and 
militia ordered to-day a favorable report 
on the Logan bill for the equalization of 
bounties. 


The inter-state commerce was taken 
up. 


HOUSE. 


The ways and means committee to-day 
received the report of the sub-committee 
adverse to 
the Mexican 
reciprocity 
treaty. After adopting one or two amend- 
ments the committee rose and the bill 
passed. 


Mr. Lowry, from the committee on 
elections, submitted the unanimous re- 
port of the committee on the California 
contested election cases. 
The report, 
which confirms the right of all sitting 
members, was agreed to. 


The house went into committee of the 
whole on the army appropriation bill. 


Secretary Whitney is credited with 
liaviog purchased ex-Secretary Chand- 
ler's interest in the National 
Republiwn 
of this city, for $10,000 cash, and thirty 
or forty thousand dollars in interest- 
bearing notes. 
The transfer is said to 
have occurred a month ago, and to this 
is ascribed the appearance in a supposed 
republican newspaper of articles fnendly 
in tone to Senator l^ayne, of Ohio, in 
connection with the charges of bribery 
in securing his seat. 


THE WORK IN CONGRESS. 


WASHINGTON, May 10.—I had a chat with 
Judge Kel ey to-night regarding some of the 
changes which have taken place in congress 
since he first entered it away back at the be- 
ginning of the war. 
Judge Kelley said: 
"I 
think the general behavior of congressmen is 
better now than it was then. 
There is more 
courtesy among the members. 
They are bet- 
ter dressed and there is less intemperance. 
When I first came to congress there was 
scarcely a committee room which had not a 
full supply of liquors. 
In the office of the 
clerk of the house there was an abundant 
supply of whisky, and many of the members 
made a practice of going there for liquor. 
The liquors 
in 
the 
restaurants of 
the 
basement 
were 
more 
open 
than 
they 
are 
now. 
A 
regular 
bar 
was 
kept 
and no 
such 
name 
as 
cold 
tea 
was 
used for whisky straight. 
There was more 
intemperance upon the floor, and the drink- 
ing about the clerk's office became so common 
that John W. Forney, when he wanted to be 
secretary of the senate, had to make a pledge 
to Vice-President Wilson and Charles Sum- 
ner that no liquors would be kept in the 
office of the secretary of the senate before 
they would vote for him, 
Mr. Forney told 
me he was very glad to do this as it relieved 
him of great exjjense and much annoyance. 
He was a good-hearted fellow, and he kept 
up the custom in his office of clerk of the 
house because at that time he could not very 
well do otherwisa 
It must have cost him a 
large part of his salary." 


"It is said that oratory in congress is on 
the decline?" 


"I think that is true," replied Judge Kelley; 
"the business of congress has changed in late 
years, and it is now done by the consultation 
of leading members of congress, by a com- 
mittee and by caucus. 
Speeches do not have 
much influence upon legislation now, and 
this influence seems to grow less from year 
to year. 
The size of the house of repre- 
sentatives has largely increased since I came 
to congress. 
When I entered it it was on 
the basis of the census of 1850, and the house 
was further reduced, there being no mem- 
bers here from the southern states. 
I don't 
suppose the house of representatives 
will 
ever contain a less number of men than it 
does now. 
Members 
will not 
consent 
to 
have their own districts cut off, but it cer- 
tainly should not be larger. 
The ratio of 
apportionment should lie increased so as to 
keep it where it is. 
It is ah-eady an un- 
wieldly body, and it was due to the increase 
o£ the size of the house that it was possible 
to pass a rule giving all legislative power to 
one committee. 
As to the lobby of to-day I 
don't think it is so*numerous or so powerful 
as it was in the past, and on the whole I 
think that congress is growing better as the 
world grows older. 


An army friend of Gten. Logan tells me 
that Logan speaks Spanish like a native, and 
that he is a good Latin scholar. 
"I was in 
the army with him," said he, "and was much 
about his headquarters. 
He is by no means 
a poorly educated man. 
He is fond of the 
classics, and often quotes from Csesar or 
Virgil. 
In early days he was somewhat pro- 
fane, and he could vomit forth upon occa- 
sion a set of epithets that would swear the 
twist out of a corkscrew. 
He is now 
a 
Christian and an himible one, and i£ he does 
get off a word in his excitement which be- 
gins with a big D it is a slip of the tongue 
and he is sorry for it afterward. 
He swears 
on such occasion as the vulgar swear. 
Their 
profanity comes from a paucity of meta- 
phor and adjective. 
They have not the 
Anglo-Saxon at the moment to express their 
feeling, and profanity supplies their want. 
Loean is a very brav« man. I remember 


once being in a party with him in which 
person said ho should think an unconverted 
man would fear to go forth to battle, where- 
upon Logan replied: 'The man who is afraid 
to go to h, 
when his duty demands it is 


coward!' 
Logan is a good story teller and 
good fellow. 
He improves upon acquaint- 
ance, and he has a great deai more brains 
than m a f y people give him erwlit for." 


"Stephen A. Douglas might have had the 
Democratic nomination for tho presidency in 
1856 over James Buchanan," so said Mr. 
Charles J*. Button, the confldentiai friend 
and relative of Mr. Douglas, to me not long 
ago. 
"I Was at the Cincinnati convention 
which nominated Buchanan, and I held in my 
pocket a letter from Douglas whicl^ I was to 
give to tbe convention withdrawing 
the 
name of Mr. Douglas in favor of Buchanan 
if at any lime it should seem to be for the 
best interest of the paity that he should bo 
nominated. 
I foxmd at Cinciimati that the 
sentiment was generally in favor of Douglas, 
though his following was not organized and 
it had not been worked up by wire pulling 
and other political methods. 
The support 
of Buchanan was of a different nature, and 
the men who were pushing him did every- 
thing they could to gain votes. 
I remember 
1 was sto{)piiig at the Burnett house, where 
aiso were J<aiah Rynders and others of the 
Buchanan leaders. 
The night before the 
nomination these men asked me to 
come 
down to the saloon in the basement of the 
hotel. 
1 
went 
with 
ihem, 
and thev 
jhowed 
nie 
there 
scattered 
upon 
the 
floor 
ixreat 
piles 
of 
gold 
and 
what 
was then a very large amount of money, 
''Here, gentlemen," said they, "is our cam- 
paign fund. 
We have Sl(X),oibO here to elect 
Buchanan 
president! 
Now you are for 
Douglas. 
But Douglas is young and can 
wait. 
This is the last chance 'Old Buck' can 
hope to have. 
Don't throw him over! 
Join 
with us and nominate him, and four years 
from now we will give you our solid vote 
and hearty support for the little giant of 
Illinois." 


The morning of the nomination a letter 
was put into my hands from Douelas, in- 
structing me to read it to the convention 
after the first ballot. 
It was that 
letter 
which secured Buchanan's nomination. 
The 
first ballot gave him a bare majority of the 
votes cast, and he had to have two-thirds. 
With Douglas in the field he could never 
have been nominated, and I am confident 
that the nomination of Stephen A. Douglas 
would have been secured. 
Ncvprthelp.ss, 
Buchanan was hardly in the 
presidential 
chair before he began to plot against Doug- 
las. 
He tried to prevent his re-election to 
the senate, and his secret agents were work- 
ing against Douglas during that great sena- 
torial campaign against Lincoln. 
The Lin- 
coln-Douglas senatorial campaign was a very 
expensive one. 
It cost Douglas $90,000 and 
Lincoln spent about $40,000. 


Tom Reed, of Maine, tells me that the 
present session of congress will end without 
doing anything else but passing the appro- 
priation bills. 
Said he: 


"If tlie Democratic house intended to do 
anything we would be kept here far into the 
summer, but it is easy to see that they wiU 
do nothing. 
They will talk and talk and 
then pass the appropriation bills and adjourn. 
The Republicans have given them a chance 
to malve a good record. 
They have not 
clogcred legislation by factious opposition as 
the Democrats always did when they were 
in the minority. 
They have not tried to pro- 
tract the session, and they will not. 
The 
tariff bill will come up probably about the 
middle of Maj', and if anv discussion is al- 
lowed at all much time will bi consumed, 
and I do not see how we can adjourn before 
July 1, or for some time later." 
Mr. Reed 
sajrs that the present congress is a fair aver- 
age repref=entation of the peopl«. 
He thinks 
that congress is always up to the people and 
when Ihe j^eople grow lietter congress wiU 
improve in the same proportion. 


Senator Manderson tells mo that the high 
license law of Nebraska works very well 
The saloons pay a license of $1.000 apiece 
yearly, and this money is tumed into the 
school fund There are 160 saloons in Omaha, 
and they pay $160,000 every yeai- towards 
the schools. 
Before this law was enacted 
there were a largo number of groggeries and 
other saloons in Omaha. 
The law at once 
reduced the number to SO, and increased the 
saloon tax to -?S0,00(). 
Omaha hiis grown 
very rapidly, from 35,000 in 1RS0, to 6.5,000, 
and more, now; and the saloons have doubled 
with the population, so that there are now 
160. 
ScMiator Manderson says Nebraska is 
growing like ;i !;reen bay tree, and that its 
population and wealth is increasing in all 
parts of the state. 


I saw Secretary Bayard and his daughter 
walking together in McPherson's square yes- 
terday,

THE NEW YORE 
CROOK. 


SOME OF HIS INGENIOUS MEtHODS 


OF MAKING A LIVING. 


AttrsctiT« Appearance of Crooks—Where 
They Congregate—A Toy Type-Writer 
Scheme—How a Crook Made a Little 
Fortune Out of Editors. 


rspeclal CorresDondence.! 
NBW YORK, May 10.—We hear so much 
about "bunko" and the ingenious but simple 
lottery scheme which is used to extract the 
dollars from the pockets of the unwary rural 
visitor, that we are wont to look upon the 
bunko game as the principal employment of 
the genus crook. 
The fact is that bunko is 
fast going out of date, and is fast being sup- 
planted by more ingenious and less familiar 
modes of swindling. 
Not long ago I was 
strolling up Park row, when I chanced to 
meet a lawyer somewhat prominent in a cer- 
tain class of criminal caaea 
After a few 
moments' chat I invited him to accompan.'^ 
me to the theatre. 


"No, I have to see a client of mine. 
Come 
with me and I'll show you a new phase of 
life, 
r i l introduce you to the 'crooks.' " 


I would say here t h a t the word "crook" is 
not applied indiscriminately to any one who 
may be "crooked" in his manner of obtaining 
the property of his fellowman, though that 
is undoubtedly the derivation of the term. 
A crook is not a pickpocket or 
common 
thief, but a confidence operator, and to be a 
successful crook requires good address, 
a 
quick judgment of human nature, 
much 
brains and no end of the coolest, most gentle- 
manly assurance. 
The lawyer's 
invitation 
chimed in with my lazy mood, and, hailing a 
passing hansom, we were whirled to our 
destination, an unpretentious little barroom 
not far from Chatham square. 
I followed 
my guide through tKe front room, or bar, 
which wa.s exactly like hundreds of others in 
the city, into a back room, quiet and com- 
fortably furnished. 
There were perbans a 
dozen well-dressed young men in the room, 
seated a t the tables, reading the papers or 
chatting. 
I was at once struck by the kindly 
manners and attractive appearance of these 
younji men, and a f§w vords of introduction 
from my legal friend put me on the best of 
terms with them alL 


"So you are an editor?" said one, a bright^ 
energetic-looking young fellow, who looked 
for all the world like a rising youns: mer- 
chant or broker. 
"Well, I made quite a 
little pile out of your brethren of the pen last 
summer. 
I was strolling up Fulton street 
one day when I chanced to spy one of those 
toy typewriters in a window. 
It was sim- 
ply a wire with .m alphabet of rubber letters 
strung on it and retailed for $1. 
An idea 
struck me and I went into the place and 
made a bargain with the man to buy 100 of 
them for $60, paid $10 deposit, and took one 
of the machines home to play with. It struck 
me that the average editor considers himself 
partitmlarly well posted and would, there- 
fore, be unwary and good game. 
I had a lot 
of circulars printed stating that, "The Type- 
writer Exchange and Repairing 
company" 
made a specialty of dealing in second-hand 
typewriters, and that it now had on hand a 
large number 
of machines more or 
less 
used, but all in good condition. 
These I put 
down in three classes, at $25, $40 and $60, re- 
spectively, and wound up with a glowing 
eulogy upon the merits of the typewriter as a 
labor saving device. 
I took these circulars 
and mailed them to a carefully selected list 
of papers, each with a letter to the editor, 
telling how charmed I was with his particu- 
lar paper, how I appreciated its value as an 
advertising 
medium, and offering a 
type 
writer of any of the three classes for half 
cash and half advertising. 
It was not long 
before the answers began to come in, and 
nine-tenths of the letters contained cash. 
To 
make a long story short, in less than three 
weeks I sold my 100 typewriters, which cost 
me 60 cents each, at an average of $30 apiece, 
and all to editors. 
But then now the abusive 
letters began to pour in. 
They were posi- 
tively tiresome, except one man, who wrote 
that I was an infernal swindler, but that if 
I'd send a circular to the editor of the rival 
paper, in the next town, Pd catch him, and 
the writer would call things square. 
I sent 
the circular and caught the editor." 
The 
young man paused, and one of the company 
broke in with: 


"That is like Bob's old game of advertising 
fine steel engravings of Washington, Frank- 
lin and Garfield for fifty cents each and send- 
ing one, three and five cent postage stamps 
in reply." 


"Advertising pays," commented a hand- 
some young fellow, with a drawl in his voice 
and a drooping 
blonde 
mustache. 
"Last 
spring I had nothing to do, and only about

The state- 
ment is confined almost entirely to a 
refutation of the scandalous charges 
made against the two women by Gra- 
ham, soon after his arrest, in hia so-called 
confession. 


MRfl. MOIiliOy'S STATBUJttKT. 


SrauioriELii, Mo., May 11.—Mrs. 


Emma Molloy has for some time been 
engaged in collecting 
and preparing 


proofs refuting the statements made by 
George E. Graham, who was recently 
lyiiohed at this plnce. 
The work was 


completed to-day, and is now giyon to 
the prenB. The statement is as follows: 
To the Public: 


For several weeks my friends all over 


the United States have been imploring 
me for the refutation of the slanderous 
charges made by George E. Graham iu 
his "statement" which was launched 
upon the world -rhile wo were in the 
midst of n preliminary examination, 
under charge of a crime which was oom- 
mittod whou I was three hundred miles 
away, and of which I had not the slight- 
est knowledge until I read it in the news- 
papen. Did I believe that Cora Leo 
Graham was capable of participation in 
so uorriblo an affair, or that she could 
ever have connived at, or consented to, 
or ever known of, and concealed so un- 
natural a crime, I should never Bet pen 
to paper in her defense in any way; but 
I do believe in her innocence, not only 
of the crime charged by the courts, but 
tho knowledge thill she was an unlawful 
wife, of the slanderous assertions of Gra- 
ham, who in one breath declares her to 
be the one woman of all tho world to 
him, and iu tho next charges her with 
criminality euch as could only be prac- 
ticed by tho vilest woman. 
I havo always believed and still be- 


lieve her to be one of tbe most conscien- 
tious of women, and had she been as his 
statement represents— so loose in all her 
ideas of morality and virtue—there had 
bcpn no need for George Graham to havo 
risked imprisonment to make her his 
wife. lam aware that it ie impossible 
in a brief newspaper article to present 
anything like a lucid history of the con- 
nection of Graham with my family. This 
would require the relation of details and 
the publishing of correspondence that 
would nil a volume. T expect, if spared, 
soon to issue a hiatory of my prison and 
reform work, which will read like a ro- 
mance, and will present quite another 
side of the case than has been given to 
the public.

WASHINGTON, May 10.—I had a chat with 


Judge Kel ny to-ni^ht regarding some of the 
clmnges which have taken plnco iu congress 
since ho first onlorwl it away hack at tho be- 
ginning of tho war. Judgo Kelloy said: "I 
think thu genernl behavior of congressmen is 
hotter now tliuu it was then. Thero is more 
courtesy amoiitf the members. They are bet- 
ter dressed nnd thorn is less intemperance. 
When I first came to congress there was 
scarcely a committee room which had not a 
full supply of liquors. In the office of the 
(Jerk of tho house therh was an abundant 
supply of whisky, and many of the members 
made a practice of going there for liquor. 
Tho liquors in tho restaurants of 
the 


basement wero more open 
than 
they 


are 
now. 
A regular bar 
was kept 


and no such 
name as cold tea 
was 


UKed for whisky straight Thoro was more 
intemperance upon tho floor, and the drink- 
ing :ibout tho clerk's oftice became so common 
that John W. Fornoy, when he wonted to be 
secretary of the senate, had to make a pledge 
to V ice-President Wilson and Charles Simi- 
nor that no liquors would bo kept in the 
offico of tho sacrotory of tho senate- before 
they would vote lor him. Mr. Forney told 
mo he was very glad to do this as it relieved 
him of great expense and much annoyance. 
Ho was a good-henrtad follow, nnd ho kept 
up thn custom In his office of, clork o£ tho 
house because ut that tinio ho could not very 
well do otherwise. It must have cost 'him a 
largo part of his salary." - 


"It is said that oratory in congress Is on 


tho dcclinoJ" 
UI think that is truo," replied Judge Kolloy; 


"thn business of congress has changed iu Into 
years, imd it is nowdono by the consultation 
of loading members of congross, by a com- 
mittee and by caucus. Speeches do not have 
much infliiMiro upon legislation now, nnd 
this influence seems to grow lass from year 
to yeur. Tlio si7.o of tho house of repre- 
sentatives has largely increased sinco I came 
to congress. When I entered it it was on 
thn basis of tho census of 1850, and tho house 
was furiliLT reduced, them boing no mem- 
bers hero from tho southern staUsi. I don't 
suppose tho house of representatives will 
over contain a loss number of men than it 
does now. Momlxirs will not- consent to 
have their own districts cut off, hut it cer- 
tainly should not 1m largor. The ratio of 
apportionment should lio increased .so as to 
keep it where it is. It is already mi im- 
wioldly body, and it was duo to tho increase 
of tho siz*s of tho house that it was possibla 
to pass a rule giving all legislative power to 
one committee. As to tho lobby of to-day I 
donY think it is so*numonius or so powerful 
as it was in Ihu p;ist, and on the whole I 
think that congress is growing bolter us tho 
world uniws older.
